Cries of Hear, Hear! 

“Hear, hear!’’ came the chorus 
from the delegates, and again when 
the secretary said: ‘ 

“There may be a tyranny of the 
majority as arbitrary and as detri- 
mental to human liberty as the tyran- 
ny of monarchs.,Some of the darkest 
pages of human history have been 
written under the guise of Jiberty.”’ 

Senator McKinley took a_ giance 
toward the millenium upon assuming 
the chair. 

“The future of our interparlia- 
mentary union is a challenge to every 
parliament of the world,” he _  gaid. 
“Our work has just begun. We are 
a nonpartisan body concerned with 
the international problems of today in 
the light of a better tomorrow. It is 
not unreasonable to expect that we 
shall become more and more, albeit 
unofficially, a ‘parliament of parlia- 
ments.’ ”’ 

Talks of U. S. and League. 

Senator Adelsaweaerd, who looked like 
an enlarged version of McKinley, shiny 
dome and all, with a gray goatee 
added, called the league of nations the 
child of the Interparliamentary union 
and dwelt on the absence of the United 
States from the league. But the co- 
operation of America with the league 
in the arms traffic and drug conference 
he thought “a happy augury”’ of the 
eventual entrance of the United States 
into the league. 

Paul Lobe, president of the German 
reichstag, lauded the Dawes plan for 
the settlement of the reparations prob- 
lem. 

“We feel grateful to the United 
States because it has sent forth that 
plan of reparations which has ended 
political and economic chaos in Ger- 
many, and we honor, therefore, the 
name of Dawes,” he said. *“‘ The Dawes 
plan, or rather the London pact, is not 
regarded with unanimous sentiment in 
our country, but all Germans agree 
‘that the Dawes Plan has substituted 
compacts in place of sanctions and has 
stabilized the currency and put the 
country again on its feet. 


Honor Name of Dawes. 
“It has thus also shown other lands 


as the first great step for the rebuild- 
ing of Europe. The names of the men 
associated with this plan, we believe, 
will always be honored in Germany. 

“Germany is disarmed. Now let us 
have universal disarmament. But we 
believe there is more than merely phys- 
ical disarmament required. The most 
important need is mental disarmament 
by means of good will and a spirit of 
conciliatian. 

“The United States today is first in 
material achievement and in material 


jwealth. The United States, therefore, 


occupies the first position in responsi- 
bility for the world’s welfare, and we 
feel the United States recognizes its 
responsibility in this regard. 

“Slavery may not only be military; 
it may be economic and it may be 
sbcial. The United States has helped 


fo heal the wounds inflicted by the war.

Briton Orificizes Sritain. 


Sir Robert Horne, as one of the most 
distinguished delegates, attracted great 
attention when he rose to speak. He 
stirred unusual interest with a veiled 
criticism of his own country: 

“At this moment a new menace 
hangs over Mesopotamia, where one of 
the disputants, in spite of an apparent 
submission to the council of the league 
of nations, defiantly asserts that unless 
the decision is in his favor he will re- 
fuse to accept it.” 

This was not an assurance of peace, 
he thought, and therefore the union 
has work still to do. Russia is an- 
other menace. 

“There are also enthroned in the 


} government of one of the nations of 


Europe the representatives of a politi- 
cal creed who openly avow that their 
first principle is, by violence and if nec- 
essary by massacre, to force upon the 
other nations of the world their sys- 
temagof government, by terror,” Sir 
Robert said with gravity. 


Only Semi-Detached. | 

“The American nation, which today 
is entertaining us, although detached 
from European organiszation-——I think 
it is only semi-detached—has shown 
its desire in mahy ways to help Eu- 
rope to a solution of its present prob- 
lems d to foster peaceful relations 
throughout the_ world. 

“Now, although America takes no 
part in the league of nations, she ap- 
pears likely to give her adhesion to 
one of the most important function- 
aries of the league, the internation ( 
court of justice, whose constitutic 
owes so much to that great and distin- 
guished American Mr. Hlihu Root. 
(Applause.) 

And while all this was going on 
Senator Borah disturbed the serenity 
by sending to Senator McKinley, then 
in the chair, the written protest of 
Shapurji Saklatvala, the British com- 
munist, against being excluded from 
America and the conference by order 
of Secretary Kellogg. 

Lays It to Other Motives. 


“The integference with the presence 
of any or all the delegates was entirely 
uncalled for,’’ Mr. Saklatvala said, “as 
any such com nt would have re- 
ceived the m reful consideration 
by the governing body of our, confer- 
ence, and even failing that the United. 
States officials could easily ve con- 
trolled my residence or activities in 
their country outside the conference 
arena. 

“I submit without anger or vindic-* 
tiveness that the action taken against 
me was from other motives, and I offer 
to present myself to any investigating 
committee of nationals not involved in 
this dispute before your opnference 
finishes, anticipating, of course, that 
the parties responsible for my enforced 
exclusion would take the necessary 
steps for the removal of any bar 
against my coming over.”

Cut of Ward Company 
Puzzles Competitors

other large Chicago baking houses yes- 
terday prepared to: meet the lower 
rate. 

None of the companies was willing 
to make a definite announcement that 
it will reduce the price, but at the 
Schulze Baking company a spokesman 
said the cut probably would be effec- 
tive after today. 

Action Officials. 

The company heads are unable to 
explain the Ward concern’s reduction. 
They state that the prices of flour and 
labor are as high as before, with pros- 
pects of increases. Ward officials 
offered no explanation. Their bread 
was yesterday retailed at the lower 
prices in the stores. The large loaves 
were reduced in price from 15 cents to 
12% cents, retail, and the small loaves 
from 10 cents to 8% cents. 

Some of the companies expect to 
stick to their old price scale, contend- 
ing that they cannot reduce prices in 
the face of increased costs and that 
they will not reduce quality to meet 
a lower price. Among these com- 
panies will probably be the Gordon 
Baking company, one of its officials 
announced, 


Start Probe of Action. 

At the Schulze company it was said 
an investigation was in progress as to 
the Ward company’s motive for the re- 
duction. If at the end of it the only 
course remaining open should be a re- 
duction, then the prices will be cut, it 
was said. 

It is believed that a conference be- 
tween officials of the companies wiil 
result in united action, either in held- 
ing to their prices or in meeting the 
reduction. There was no suggestion 
of a still lower reduction, with a con- 
sequent price cut war.

It would be better if more'of the nation’s youth 
could see football well played. That is,the chief 
reason we would encourage the professional game. 
Football, a tonic for adults, is inspirational for 
boys, yet most boys cannot go to see the games 
now because the seats are monopolized by alumni. 
That is regrettable, because football, well played, 
teaches in unforgettable fashion what the race has 
always most admired in the male. Professional 
baseball has made most boys want to play the game 
during the summer months, and we expect profes- 
sional football to have the same effect through the 
autumn. It is good for a boy to see a game, and it 
is even better for him to play it himself. 

There are many men, particularly college alumni, 
who resent professional football. They feel that 
the cleanest of games is being sullied. They say 
that the more popular professional football becomes 
the more unfortunate will be its influence on the 
college game. We do not believe that is so. It 
has not been so thus far in baseball and in many 
other sports. Professional golf, for instance, has 
been a good thing for amateur golf. In one respect, 
at least, professional football is distinctly superior 
to the game as played in the colleges: it is better | 
played. There is no mediocrity or incompetence in 
any position. Most football players are just finding 
themselves when they play their last games on ins 
college teams.

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BERIBERI. 


HE American diet is so divegsified 
that our people «rarely have out- 
spoken beriberi, but in all proba- 
bility many of the unexplained 
backaches, legaches, neuralgias, and other 
nerve pains are due to the same cause 
as beriberi, though it is acting in only 
a mild Way. There is so little beriberi 


‘anywhere in the world within the range 


of the press at the present time that it 
is difficult for us to understand how im- 
portant this disease was twenty-five 
years ago. 

When the United States took over the 
Philippines one of the problems occupy- 
ing pages in the rmedieal journals was 
beriberi. A beriberi commission sent by 
some foundation or some government to 
find the cause and cure was reported 
every few years. “ Public Health” for 
1903 tells us of beriberi on ships that 
called at Falmouth. Between 1896 and 
1901 forty-three vessels put in at Fal- 
mouth with their crews laid low by beri- 
beri. In some instances all the crew, 
or nearly all, had it. The officers came 
down with it at a heavier rate then did 
the other members of the crew.

The observer wrote that it affected 
the crews of sailing ships almost exclu- 
sively. This was charged to the long 
trips and the time that elapsed between 
ports of call. It affected particularly 
Norwegian ships. This caused a study 
of the menus on Norwegian ships to be 
made. Here are four menus, each for 
a week: 

SUNDAY — Preserved meat, 
sweet soup, bread. 

MONDAY—Pea soup, preserved vegeta- 
bles, salt beef, bread. 

TUESDAY—Stockfish, tinned potatoes, 
sweet soup, bread. 

WEDNESDAY—Salt beef, tinned cab- 
bage, and fresh bread.

In none 
were there any cereals, nor any brans 
of any kind. The bread, unless specified 
as fresh bread, was dried biscuits. The 
flour for fresh bread was kept in iron 
tanks. The probability is that the fiour 
contained no bran and the biscuits were 
likewise free from it. 

Some ships served rice at times, but it 
is almost certain the rice was milled 
white and “clean and whey, without |

Chicago, Sept. 30.—~We are teaching 
safety every day and, further, we have 
an organization of over 5,000 boys who 
compose the school boy safety patrol. 
There is a patrol in every school. We co- 
operate with the mayor’s safety com- 
mission and report traffic violations in 
and around the schools with excellent 
results. During the month of May, 1925, 
Secretary Hoover of the commerce de- 
partment, at the request of Dr. Ballou, 
president of the department of superin- 
tendence of the ‘Wational Education as- 
sociation, wrote to superintendents of all 
schoo! systéms in the United States, frec- 
ommending that they organize their 
school boy safety patrols on the Chi- 
cago plan. 

The Chicago school boy patrol was first 
organized in the fall of 1920 under 
Charles Fitzmorris, then chief of police, 
and later on was taken over and placed 
in the bureau of physical education of 
the Chicago public schools.

TO IMPROVE PENMANSHIP. 


Chicago, Sept. 29—Your editorial “ To 
Improve Penmanship” touches a point 
that has been the despair of progressive 
teacher s for a long time—viz.: the lack 
of carrying over of skill acquired in pen- 
manship practice to the everyday ure of 
writing. This failure to carry over, due 
to methods of teaching not suited to 
children in the elementary grades, is 
rapidly being corrected in progressive 
schools. Scientific investigation and ¢x- 
periments made under the auspices of 
such agencies as the general education 
board have provided the basis for new 
methods that take into account both 
the abilities and needs of the child at 
different stages of his devélopment. 

This material in the form of new 
textbooks providing a systematic ar- 
rangement of drill was available to Chi- 
cago schools for thé -_ time last 
February. 

The resuits already hotiosable have 
been {1) the elimination of much lost ef- 
fort and waste of time; [2] a decided 
gain in the quality of handwriting‘during 
the last half of the school year 1924-'5. 
For instance, in October, 1924, the aver- 
age quality of writing of fifth grade 
pupile ia the twenty-five schools compris- 
ing district No. 8 was equal to quality 
23 on the Ayers Handwriting scale. This 
is twerity-sevén points below quality 50, 
the riorm for the grade. In February. 
1935, the average Was twenty-seven, still 
twenty-three points below the norm, but 
in May it was fitty or five points bet- 
ter than might be a of fifth grade 
children. 

1 believe that actual measurement of 
the everyday writing of eighth grade 
children in the Chicago schools will show 
that at least seventy-five per cent of 
them have reached a degree of proficiency 
that is adequate for all ordinary uses of 
writing. 

Manuscript writing can never take the 
place of the running style of script in 
everyday communication because it can- 
not be produced automatically. The for- 
mation of the letters requires lifting 
the pen from the paper for the separate — 
strokes. This necessitates close attention 
to putting the pen down again at the - 
proper place and makes it impossible for 
the mind to be engaged with the thought | 
content of what fs being written,. To . 
Make it automatic requires an amount. 
of time and effort that is wholly out of 
proportion to thé value of a@hlevement. 

The remedy for tHe illegible writing 
prevalent during the last few years is 
improvement in teaching methods based 
on careful study and understanding of 
the problem and the adoption of simpler, 
more. legible, more easily produced script. 
This has been accomplished without dis- 
turbance of pupils or teachers in the 
Chicago schools under the direction of 
the present superintendent, and succeed- 
ing years will show even greater im- 
provement.

Chicago's idea of a merchant marine 
policy was given yesterday to a com- 
mittee of the United States chamber 
of commerce by ship owners, shippers, 
railroad presidents, economists, pack- 
ers, manufacturers, exporters, and 
other business leaders. 

On concrete remedies opinions dif- 


fered, but generally they agreed upon. 


desiring a policy of permitting the 
middie west to develop as its resources 
and natural advantages warrant, with- 
out artificial restrictions. i 


Agree on Three Points. 


Although no formal action was 
taken, the round table conference at 
the Chicago association rooms ex- 
pressed a majority opinion on these 
three points: 

1. Abolition of the federal ship- 
ping board. “ The sooner the bet- 
ter,” as John T. Pirie expressed it. 

2. Adoption of a plan by which 

' midwest shippers can obtain rates 
in compétition wifh Panama canal 
rates, “‘So the midwest will not be 
left on a high and ary ridge,” as 

President C. H. Markham of the 

Iilinois Central railroad phrased it. 

3. Establishment of a merchant 
marine “To open and enlarge for- 
eign trade,” as several declared. 


Discuss Subsidy Question. 

No one suggested how a merchant 
marine can be operated without sub 
sidies, or “subventions,” as several 
Some, inc:uding Ralph E. 
Heilman, dean of the school of com- 


merce of Northwestern university, | 


raised the question of the political ex- x | 
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‘dlickse" of subsidies. He doubted 
whether middle western territory would 
vote for ship subsidies, regardless of 
the merits of the question. 

“If informed the subject, I be- 
lieve they will,” ted T. C. Powell, 
president of the Chicago and Bastern 
Iilinois railroad. ‘‘ Nearly everything 
is subsidized now, even our highways.” 

Then he outlined a plan by which 
he believes congressional support can 
be obtained for a merchant marine. 
He would take New York as-the base 
for the granting of subsidies. 


Favors Differential Subsidies. 


To Boston he would give a different 
rate of subsidy, so that a proportion- 
ate share of the tonnage would be 
Then on a 
similar principle he considered one 
port in each state on the Atlantic, 
gulf, and Pacific coasts. 

No sentiment was expressed for a 
general subsidy to the American mer- 
chant marine as such, but rather to 
boats in “essential trade routes.” 
Most of the expressions were against 
a subsidy for more than the difference 
in cost of construction and operation 
between American and foreign ships. 

“We now have a system of sub- 
sidies,” Col. A. B. Barber of the United 
States chamber of commerce said. 
** We have about 375 boats doing busi- 
ness. About 100 of them are operated 
under private ownership. 


Cites Shipping Board Deficit. 

“The other 275 are operated by the 
shipping board, and their out of pocket 
deficit last year was $24,000,006. 
Counting in interest and depreciation, 
the dficit was between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000. A competent expert has 
said that under private operation that 
deficit would be cut to $15,000,000 a 
year. 

“ Before the war our export and im- 
port business totaled about $4,000,000,- 
000. a year. Now it is $8,500,000,000. 
Allowing for the decrease in the. pur- 
chasing value of the dollar, the in- 
crease has been. from $4,000,000,000 to 
$6,500,000,000. It has be estimated 
that $1,000,000,000 of that. incréase is 
due to the boats operated by the 
shipping board, so the deficit repre- 
sents a small cost for getting this new 
business.”
